hard spring and outward, not down- 
ward, direction. Stand on the take-off 
with feet together, toes bent over the 
edge, body leaning forward 
slightly 


from the waist, arms lowered at the 
sides; then at the signal jerk the arms 
back and up, simultaneously rising on 
the ball of the feet, and as this double 
movement thrusts you forward bend 
the knees and swing the arms vigor- 
ously ahead, launching yourself out al- 
most horizontally, so that you' will 
,strike the water aslant, sinking only a 
few inches anil making it possible for 
you to come promptly to the surface 
by merely lifting the arms and arching 
the buck. Hold the legs nnd feet out- 
stretched and rigid until fully covered, 
and don't start swimming at once, but 
wait until the required momentum be- 
gins to wane; then take the first stroke 
with arms only unless you use a very 
narrow crawl thrash, for any marked 
opening of the legs produces a notice- 
able check, acting like a brake. 


Probably the most Important feature 


of turning is the approach, for unless 
the swimmer reaches the wall or board 
with top arm in front and ready 'he 
cauiiot. hope to get arocnd quickly.

It is Impossible to Improve be.voud n 
.certain point while every thought is 
.devoted to making time, and it pays 
in the long run to go slowly ut first. 


Of course the inclination is strong to 


test one's speed the moment one be- 
gins to show progress. But it should j 
be checked. Proiiciency is gained far 
mere readily by rolling along easily 
and attempting to make every move- 
ment perfect. Such work not only de- 
velops form, but gradually makes for 
accurate judgiug of pace, one of the 
most valuable accomplishments to the 
racing man. 


Let the prospective competitor stay j 


out of the game until he can swim the ' 
furlong without tiring, and he will in- j 
crease tenfold his chances of success. 


As a matter of fact, even the skilled 


natator will profit by doing most of his 
training at a pace which will allow 
him to study his faults aiid correct 
them. Time trials should be few and 
far between. 


The system used by some supposedly 


competent instructors, that of making 
their pupils dash a short stretch as 
hard as they are able, then Httlo by 
little Increasing the distance, is funda- 
mentally -wrong, because it gives no 
opportunity to better the stroke. 


During the period of norltiate study 


should be given to starting and turn- 
ing. In sprinting races a good or bad 
dive often makes the difference be- 
tween victory and defeat, and in pool 
swimming ability to turn has frequent- 
ly proved the deciding factor. 


A gtarting dive should be made with. 


top arm recovers- the head is thrown 
back nnd the shoulders are hollowed. 
This twists the body half around, aud 
the turn is completed by a quick push 
from the wall with the extended arm. 
The under arm meanwhile Is used to 
back water, so that the hips are brought 
close to the wall, when both feet are 
rested firmly eight or ten inches be- 
low the surface, the arms thrust for- 
ward and the legs forcibly distended. 
The body is then left to glide in plung- 
ing position until its obtained speed be- 
gins to slacken. 


In training for competition exces- 


sive work must be guarded against, 
and particularly speed work. It is pace 
that kills. The wisest plan is to alter- 
nate sprinting practice with middle 
distance swimming at moderate gait. 


Alcoholic drinks and stimulants of all 


kinds are best left alone, though, there 
may be times when a small quantity 
of beer, ale or claret at meals will 
prove beneficial to a contestant who 
has lowered his vitality by overwork 
or continued racing. 


Plenty of sleep is indispensable to 


the training swimmer and good, hearty 
meals of wholesome food. 


During the Indoor season, when all 


practice is done in inclosed baths, exer- 
cise should be taken frequently in the 
fresh air, having care, though,to chooss 
some form that will tend to harden 
the muscles. 
Walking, especially In 


the country, can. be strongly recom- 
mended, nnd It will prove doubly bene- 
ficial if deep breathing Is indulged in 
the while.

internal secretions. 
Physicians de- 
termine the presence of acidosis by 
an analysis of the blood bicarbonate. 
This is determined by the power of 
the plas to combine wit hcarbolic 
acid. 
This method affords" a "measure- of 
the accumulation, of fixed-acids, in the 
blood and tissues: and .reveals- the de- 
gree of acidqais. Most American suf- 
fer from acidosis ranging from the 
severe and deadly forms to the mild 
forms which predispose to other dis 
orders. ( 
Dr. Edward Stillman recommends 
the facting method for diabetes where 
the acidoBis is determined daily. 
Peanuts are especially good. They 
contain as much protein as beef. The 
trouble with nuts of any kind is that 
they are frequently consumed on tap 
of a. full meal. When it is consid- 
ered that they constitute a full meal 
in themselves the overloading of the

A. Recently a. celbrated food com- 
missioner declared that a single cube 
of sugar has greater food value than 
a whole head of cabbage. He didn't 
know what he was talking about. 
These vegetables are exceedingly 
valuable as food even though they 
contain from 82 to 94 per cent of 
water. 
They contain 
large quanti- 
ties of alkaline ash. 
They are rich 
in phosphorus, 
potassium, 
sodium, 
sillicon, magnesium, 
iron, 
sulphur, 
and- chlorine. 
• Meat eaters should consume them 
in .gennrous -quantities.. Meat tends 
to .acidify the 
blood 
and 
tissues, 
thereby causing acidosis. The alka- 
line salts of these vegetables 
are 
most useful in establishing equilib- 
rium. Tbev also furnish to the diet 
cellulose, a" large part of which is di- 
gestible and nutritious, the"- firmer an'd" 
more indigestible part., assisting in 
the process of evacuation. 
Cabbage, 
sauerkraut, cauliflower 
and Brussels sprouts can be classi- 
fied as laxative foods and except in 
the few instances wherein they cause 
flatulence ought to be consumed by
